In his nationwide radio-TV ad­ 
dress, beamed around the world 
in 40 languages by the Voice of 
A m erica, he deplored the bom­ 
bardm ent of Quemoy. He called 
it a tragic affair which already 
has killed or wounded 
1 ,0 0 0 per­ 
sons— mostly civilians. 
But the issue, he said, was not 
the defense of the tiny islands. He 
pledged: "No Am erican boy will 
ever he asked by me to fight just 
for Q uem oy." 
The issue, he said, w as: "Shall 
we take the position 
that, 
sub­ 
m itting to threat, it is better to 
surrender pieces of free territory 
in the hope that this will satisfy 


the appetite of the sggressor and 
we shall have peace?" 
Contending the answer is no, the 
President said the free world must 
fight if necessary for that princi­ 
ple. 
The dem ocracies tried appease­ 
ment at Munich and failed to pre­ 
vent—in fact brought on— World 
War II, he said, and "I never 
want to see that history repeated." 
He said the Reds are probing, 
testing, and their bluff m ust he 
called or "tragedy after tragedy 
would befall us." 
Eisenhower coupled this w arn­ 
ing to the Com munists and appeal 
to the free world with an urgent 
bid for negotiation—between the 
United States and Red China or, 
if that fails, in the United Nations 
"T here is not going to he any 
appeasem ent," he said. "I believe 
that there is not going to be any 
w ar."

U.S. May Assume Toll Roads 
LA F F-A -D A Y 
The World Today 


Soon after Congress convenes ill January 
there will be a recommendation from the 
Departm ent of Commerce as to what fed­ 
eral policy should be on toll roads T h e s e 
toll roads are ultra - modern expressways 
between cities and serve all the purposes 
of the federal interstate system 
lf would be inexcusably wasteful to dup­ 
licate them with interstate highways. Tolls 
will be charged until, and if. the federal 
government buys them. 
And there's the rub. Cost of the inter­ 
state system, minus turnpikes, ha:* already 
been marked up SIO billion above first esti­ 
mates — to $3" billion. An additional $5 bil­ 


lion would be added to that if the turnpikes, 
and some acceptable freeways the states 
have completed, were purchased. 
The thinking in Washington is to continue 
charging tolls, even after turnpikes a r e 
absorbed into the federal system, until the 
bonds are pretty well paid off and the cost 
of purchase is far lower. 
But if it becomes federal policy to take 
over the turnpikes at a later date, it will in 
effect guarantee turnpike bonds, canceling 
any possible obligation of the states That 
will bring a sigh of relief in state capitals 
as toll roads inevitably suffer in coming 
years from the competition of modern fed­ 
eral freeways.

Thursday 
in 
its 
besieged 
offshore island of Quemoy under­ 
scores a grim fact—the Commu­ 
nist blockade is highly effective 
and critically serious. 
Unless a rem edy is found, this 
N ationalist fortress off the Red 
China coast could eventually fall 
from attrition. 
Not even U.S. 7th Fleet escort, 
as presently constituted, or Na­ 
tionalist Chinese courage in ram ­ 
ming their supply ships right up 
onto the beach can alter the fact 
that the Chinese Com munists can 
make the landing areas untenable 
whenever they desire. 
No ship could have survived the 
thunderous barrage the Red main­ 
land siege guns hurled at the four 
ships that tried to unload Thurs­ 
day. They had to pull back to the 
open sea. 
Aircraft landing strips on Que­ 
moy are subject to just as intense 
radar guided fire, virtually shut­ 
ting off any serious hope of re­ 
supply by air. 
Parachute 
supply 
drops 
are 
perhaps 
feasible 
but 
hardly 
a 
workable method for supplying a 
garrison the Nationalists now es­ 
tim ate to num ber 80,000 to 100.000 
troops. 
This leaves very few other pos­ 


sibilities. A much faste r landing 
operation 
might 
provide 
some 
hope. Thursday's convoy was on 
or close in to the beach 40 minutes 
before the shelling began. 
lf the landing ships had carried 
supply-loaded am phibious vehicles 
they could have sent these dash­ 
ing for shore and been out of the 
danger lone within a few minutes. 
It is possible the Com munists 
deliberately 
waited 
before 
they 
started their attack. It is also pos­ 
sible that it takes that long for 
their rad a r to determ ine definitely 
where the ships are. In this case, 
swift unloading might work. 
The Nationalists feel their only 
real solution is to knock out the 
estim ated 4,000 Com m unist guns 
ringing Quemoy with everything 
that can be thrown at them —aerial 
bom bardm ent, naval gunfire and 
aircraft rocket attacks. 
And 
herein 
lies 
perhaps 
the 
danger of the offshore island crisis 
erupting into a m ajor w ar. 
W hether American planes and 
ships participated, such an attack 
would be an attack against the 
Com munist m ainland. The Soviet 
Union has warned this could bring 
Its forces into the war. 
It is doubtful the Nationalists 
have sufficient power to carry out 
the job alone. Their navy has 
no ships larger than destroyers. 
Their 
heavy 
bom bardm ent 
air­ 


craft are all of World W ar II 
vintage. 
Their crew s are highly trained 
and ready but hardly equipped to 
fight through the sw arm s of mod­ 
ern 
Com m unist 
MIG17 
fighters 
which 
the 
Reds 
could 
throw 
against them from five bases in 
the area. 
Heavy 
fire 
from 
N ationalist 
guns 
during 
landing 
operations 
might take off the heat from the 
beaches and make the supplying 
procedure at least a feasible risk. 
But w here would it come from ? 
The N ationalists on Quemoy have 
every reason to hoard their pres­ 
ent reserves. And the Nationalist 


navy does not have the gun power. 
U.S. 7th Fleet ships have stayed 
discreetly outside the three-m ile 
limit A m erica recognizes as Chi­ 
nese territorial w aters. So far aa 
is known they have not and will 
not fire on Com munist target* un­ 
less they are attacked. 
There seem s little possibility for 
the m om ent that the 7th Fleet 
would undertake the job of elim ­ 
inating the Com munist guns. 
This leaves perhaps only the ne­ 
gotiating table to provide a solu­ 
tion And one thing is certain. One 
m ust be found. No fortress can 
stand 
indefinitely 
without 
sup­ 
plies.
